The evidence so far, as Cheirman 
Drayton remarked, has been mainly of 
a destructive nature, but at the next 
session testimony of a more construc- 
tive kind, which will help to establish 
what would be fair rates for the wes- 
tern provinces, probably will be be- 
gun. , 

Saturday's sessions were taken up 
with the examination of Messrs. W. R. 
Meinnes, and W. B. Lanigan, of the 
C.FP.R. Mr, Isaac Pitblado, represent- 
ing the Winipeg board of trade, ques- 
tloned Mr, Lanigan closely in regard 
to the C.P.R.'# statement that the 
larger population and grewter diversity 
of traffic in the east was an excuse for 
lower freight rates there.

In fact, it is remarked 
that Greece has never ceased hostil- 
ities; that Servia has nothing more to 
conquer, while, with respect to Mon- 
tenegro, the armistice has never 
been observed by Turkey, whose 
soldiers have made frequent sorties 
from Scutari, Therefore the 1esump- 
tion of hostilities really concerns only 
the Tiracean ficld of operations 
where the activity of the allics seems 
to be iimited to the conquest of Ad- 
rianopiv.

Seaton and Anderson lakes will be great 
tourist resorts." The former jg eighteen 
miles Jong and surroundgd by high moun- 
tains onal sides, Its tributary Seaton 
Creek, which empties the lake into the 
Fraser river, has the only provincial fish 
hatchery in British Columbia. It isa 
swift running stream of water of emerald 
hue tp which the salmon from the coast 
in former days forced ethelr way to the 
*pawning grounds in the lake. They rarely 
reaeh the lake no whecause of the barriers 
and the fish traps placed across the mouth 
of the creek. The ova are extracted from 
the fish and hatched in the government 
hatehery, which thus restocks the Fraser 
with young fry each year. Seaton lake has 
4 small but comfortable steamboat which 
makes a round trip of three hours every 
‘(uy during the season. The lake varies 
from ope and a half to three miles in width 
with numerous Striking headlands and 
Promontories, It teems with trout. An 
Indian mission is located on the trail to 
the Bridge river camps and there are good 
roads in the vicinity which will simplify 
the work of railway construction very 
materially, Anderson lake is between Ww 
nd 17 miles long. Its shores ure more 
rugged and its background of mountains 
on @ grander scale. It also has its pas- 
sengér boat. 

From Anderson juke the route embraces 
what ts known as the Pemberton Portige, 
which terminates in the frutrful Pember-. 
ton Meadows. There ure there approxi 
mately 50,000 acres of lind suitable for 
farming Purposes. .The summers are 
Warmer than on the coust, but irrigation 
48 not needed.
